VATICAN  CITY  (AP)-Pope  Paul  VI  formally  closed  the  Roman 
Catholic  synod  of  bishops  Monday  with  an  address  that  gave  many 
prelates  hope  of  a new  role  in  helping  govern  the  Church.  But  the 
Pontiff  told  them  that  new  responsibilities  would  come  only  gradually. 

The  72-year-old  pontiff  adopted  one  of  the  body’s  key 
proposals— that  bishops’  synods  be  held  at  least  every  two  years— and 
made  a clear  commitment  to  keep  on  developing  “an  inclination” 
toward  closer  collaboration  with  his  bishops.  But  the  Pope  added  that 
there  could  be  no  challenge  to  his  primacy  as  Catholicism’s  spiritual 
leader. 

*** 

STOCKHOLM,  Sweden  (AP)— Two  European  economists,  who 
translated  intangibles  of  economics  into  mathematical  formulas,  won 
the  first  Nobel  Prize  for  economic  science  Monday.  One  said  he  did  not 
know  how  to  use  his  share  of  the  $72,800  award. 

The  pioneer  economists  are  Prof.  Ragnar  Frisch,  74,  of  Norway  and 
Jan  Tinbergen,  66,  of  the  Netherlands. 

*** 

BANJA  LUKA,  Yugoslavia  (AP)— Reeling  under  the  impact  of  one 
earthquake,  this  industrial  city  in  central  Yugoslavia  was  ripped 
Monday  by  a second  one  that  killed  at  least  20  persons  and  injured 
hundreds  more. 

About  60  per  cent  of  the  city’s  buildings  and  factories  were  leveled  or 
damaged  in  the  quakes  on  two  successive  days.

NEW  DELHI,  India  (AP)— Keeping  a vow  he  made  to  his  fellow 
turbaned  Sikhs,  an  85-year-old  Punjabi  political  leader  died  Monday  in 
the  74th  day  of  a fast  that  threatened  to  touch  off  a fresh  outbreak  of 
communal  violence  in  India. 

Tension  gripped  the  Sikh-dominated  northern  state  of  Punjab  as  news 
spread  of  the  death  of  Darshan  Singh  Pheruman  in  the  Sikh  holy  city  of 
Amritsar. 

*** 

BEIRUT  (AP)— Lebanon’s  political  and  military  leaders  mapped 
strategy  Monday  in  preparation  for  crucial  talks  with  Arab  guerrillas 
about  their  conflict  that  has  left  some  30  dead  and  scores  wounded. 

Tension  eased  in  most  of  Lebanon’s  main  cities  but  gunfire  crackled 
again  in  the  Old  City  of  Tripoli,  still  in  the  grip  of  insurgent  guerrillas. 
A1  Fatah,  the  Arab  guerrilla  organization,  reported  new  fighting  with 
Lebanese  troops  in  southern  Lebanon.

Under  governmental  pressure  the  National  Broadcasting  CB 
and  the  American  Broadcasting  Company  has  announced  reducp 
for  political  advertising.  ABC  slashed  its  rates  by  33  per  cent  aft 
cut  its  by  50  per  cent.

candidates  and  the  voters  as  well;  it  should  be  voluntary  and 
governmental  persuasion  in  any  form. 

Columbia  Broadcasting  Company  has  yet  to  reduce  its  rates, 
hopefully  follow  suit  soon  so  that  meaningful  plans  may  he 
affiliate  stations  extend  the  policy  to  the  local  level.

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Newspaper  Should  Serve  All  Publics,  Wheelwright  Say

Dean  Lorin  F.  Wheelwright, 
new  head  of  the  publications 
board,  said  “There’s  no  reason 
why  we  can’t  have  the  finest 
university  newspaper  in  America 
right  here,”  in  an  interview 
Friday. 

The  head  of  the  College  of  Fine 
Arts  and  Communications 
endorsed  the  idea  that  “It  (THE 
DAILY  UNIVERSE)  be  a 
newspaper  for  all  its  readers. 
“That  means  it  serves  a number  of 
publics  of  which  the  students  are 
one  and  the  largest,  but  not  the

exclusive  public.”  He  added,  “I 
think  we  should  be  a newspaper, 
not  just  an  opinion  sheet.” 

In  contrast,  the  dean  reported 
that  on  his  recent  trip  to  New 
York  and  London  he  talked  with 
persons  well-acquainted  with  the 
Columbia  SPECTATOR  which  is 
entirely  student-owned.  “And 
consequently  it  has  been  in 
violent  protest  against  the 
administration.  This  paper  has 
ceased  to  represent  the  entire 
university,”  he  said. 

The  dean  said,  “The  prime  goal 
of  a good  newspaper  is  to  do  a 
first-class  reportorial  job.  I firmly 
believe  that  whatever  we  print 
should  be  the  truth.  If  we  can’t 
print  the  truth  we  ought  to 
remain  silent,”  he  said. 

He  also  stressed  that 
“editorializing  should  be  part  of 
the  paper,  but  it  should  be 
concentrated  in  the  editorial 
column,  not  in  the  news  column.” 

He  thought  THE  DAILY 
UNIVERSE  could  be  improved  by 


increased  accuracy  and  sharpened 
insights  in  the  editorials,  although 
he  said  there  have  been  some  fine 
ones  this  year. 

The  dean  said  the  amount  of 
advertising  in  the  paper  was  about 
the  same  as  in  commercial 
newspapers.  He  would  personally 
like  to  see  more  news;  “not 
necessarily  less  advertising,  just  a 
larger  paper,  but  our  circulation 
does  not  really  justify  it.”  He 
added  that  he’s  “Hoping  we’ll  find 
ways  to  economize  costs.” 

Dean  Wheelwright  said  he  had 
asked  the  publishers  and  editors 
he  had  met  including  the  owner  of 
the  London  Times  and  a top 
editor  of  the  New  York  Times, 
what  the  relationship  between  a 
newspaper  and  its  owner  should 
be.  He  came  to  the  conclusion 
that  “The  owner  has  the  last  vote 
on  what  goes  on  the  editorial 
page.”  The  owner  of  student 
publications  at  BYU,  he  said,  is 
The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints. 


He  said  concerning  the  criticism 
of  the  administration,  the  same 
thing  applies  that  applies  to  The 
Church;  “I  think  they  would  like 
to  have  it  come  privately  rather 
than  publicly.  Many  persons  who 
want  public  pronouncements  of 
criticism  are  really  not  trying  to 
change  anything.” 

Student  publications  offer  a 
three-fold  challenge,  he  said. 
“One,  to  communicate  the 
essential  news  of  the  campus  and 
help  readers  develop  a maturity  of 
judgment.  ...  to  look  at  questions 
objectively  and  not  just 
emotionally,  to  train  students  to 
be  competent  journalists,  and 
three,  to  build  the  institution.” 

The  new  makeup  of  the 
publications  board  includes  two 
students,  three  administrators  and 
two  faculty  members.  Along  with 
Dean  Wheelwright  are  J.  Morris 
Richards,  chairman  of  the 
Communications  Dept.,  Lyle 
Curtis,  director  of  student 
activities,  J.  Elliot  Cameron,  dean 


of  students,  Heber  G. 
director  of  university  re] 
ASBYU  President  Ken  Kaj 
and  Vice  President  of  Final 
Hepworth. 

When  asked  about 
reviews,  he  said  they  sho 
done  by  persons  “who  kno’ 
they’re  talking  about,  and  r 
from  emotional  reactions.  ’ 
the  same  thing  is  true  of  di 
reviews,  music  reviews, 
sports  reviews.”

First  Malaria  Case  Noted 
In  Y Vietnam  Serviceman 


The  first  case  of  malaria  which 
has  been  detected  at  BYU  is  a 
young  service  man  returning  from 
Vietnam. 

It  is  very  fortunate  that  this 
case  has  occurred  during  this  time 
of  year  when  the  mosquitoes 
which  carry  this  factor  from 
human  to  human,  are  no  longer 
with  us,  according  to  Cloyd  C. 
Hofheins,  director  of  the  student 
health  center. 

Tests  have  been  run  to 
determine  the  type  of  malaria. 
This  is  not  the  contagious  type. 
There  has  long  been  a fear  that 


returning  servicemen  from 
war-torn  areas  where  these 
diseases  are  rampant,  might  bring 
them  back  and  seed  our 
population,  Hofheins  said. 

If  this  serviceman  had  appeared 
in  our  community  two  months 
ago  when  the  mosquito  was  active 
and  could  carry  this  disease,  we 
may  have  seen  an  outbreak  of  this 
illness  among  our  own  population, 
he  added. 

The  local  and  state  health 
departments  have  been  notified  of 
the  occurence  of  this  case  in  our 
population .
